Claims 7-11, 15-19, 29-34, 37-42, and 47-65 are pending. 



Allowable Subject Matter 



2. Claims 7-11,1 5-1 9, 29-34, 37-42, and 47-65 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art, Mitty and Shimomura, teach methods of encryption and methods of error 
correction. However, the cited prior art fails to specifically teach data being encrypted 
with a first key and an encryption state to create an encrypted data element and an 
updated encryption state and further encrypting the encrypted data element with a 
second key where the encryption state is used for both encryption and data recovery in 
the event of a data transmission failure (see Applicant's remarks pages 23-24).
